Apvice On HEAT PROSTRATION 


As precautiomry measures 
against probable hoat pros- 
tration which may occur in 
tho coming summer months, 
Dr. Wayne Ramsey, chief 
medical officor, issued the 
following instructions. 

"The drinking of small 
amounts of table salt ina 
glass of watcr 3 or 4 times 
a day during extromoly hot 
weathor may prevent heat 
prostration. 

"Heat prostration may 
oceur from prolonged oxpos- 
wo to high temperature. 
The two types ef heat prose 
tration are heat oxhaustion 
and heat stroke (camenly 


called sun stroke). 

"The individual suffer- 
ing from heat exhaustion 
complains of weakness and 
dizziness, swats progusely, 
is pale, and feels ee@lé. 
The treatment of heat ex- 
haustion usually calls only 
for rest in a cool place. 

"The onset of heet 
stroke is offen quite sud- 
den, Tho face te flushed, 
the skin dry and hot. The 
individual suffering from 
san stroke should be taken 
at ome toaceol place and 
cold water and ice applied 
immediately to reduco tho 
temperature."
